Appointment of Claude J. Tobin of Escanaba 
to the State Highway Commission by Gov. Wil­ 
liam J. Milliken gives tile Upper Peninsula voice 
in state highway affairs for the first time 
Tobin is an energetic promoter who has 
worked like a beaver for Escanaba. 
He has been a member of t h e Escanaba 
Board of Education, numerous commissions and 
committees for the City of Escanaba and also 
has worked actively for charities and commerce. 
When Escanaba'* Centennial Celebration came 
up. he was in tile front row. He also sparked 
Escanaba^ turn with tile State American Legion 
Convention — luring former Alabama Gov. and 
presidential candidate George Wallace out of the 
south to the speaker’s platform — and has been 
instrumental in the scheduling of the Air Force 
Th underbirds for Escanaba’s Airport Dedica­ 
tion at the end of August. 
Hopefully, he’ll be able to do the same with 
some of Michigan’s highway funds for the lh P., 
but let’s not expect too much — at least in the 
beginning.

Tobin, while a worker and promoter, is only 
one man on a four-member commission and the 
other three members are from below the Straits 
of Mackinac. 
The Upper Peninsula has been given the 
short end of the road-building stick in Michigan 
for many years. The only piece of the Interstate 
system in the U- P. runs through it from the 
Big Mac Bridge to the International Bridge at 
Sault Ste. Marie. 
But besides the lack of modern, four-lane 
highway development in the Peninsula, the state 
has largely ignored even routine maintenance on 
other U. P. trunklines while continuing to ex­ 
pand and improve the Interstate system in low­ 
er Michigan to the tune of putting in dozens of 
new overpasses and interchanges, even after the 
initial routes were completed.

The need for high-speed superhighways in 
metropolitan areas of the State has been dem­ 
onstrated — witnesses the terrific traffic jams 
entering and leaving Detroit, for example, on 
nearly every weekend — but the Upper Peninsula 
is part of the State of Michigan, too. 
And while the population will never begin 
to approach that of the megalopolis in the south­ 
eastern corner of the State, the distances to 
travel are much greater. 
Without good roads, the economic and tour­ 
ist growth of the area will continue to be stunted. 
It is this message that Tobin must carry to 
Tensing when the decisions on future highway 
developments are made.

Finder's Keepers? 
‘‘Finders keepers, losers weepers” is a good 
rhyme, but it is a bad law. In a legal confronta­ 
tion between finder and loser, it is the loser — 
the original owner — who generally wins. As 
one court put it: 
“The title of the finder vanishes when the 
owner is known.” 
In fact, if you find something and you know 
who lost it. you have an affirm ative duty to re­ 
turn what you found. Take this case: 
On the sidewalk near his home, a man found 
& wallet containing several hundred dollars. How­ 
ever, it also container] the name of a neighbor. 
Disregarding the identification, the finder pro­ 
ceeded to pocket the money and throw the wallet 
into a trash can 
Unfortunately for him. another neighbor 
happened to be watching. Tile story got out. and 
the finder was taken to court on a charge of 
theft. 
“ I’m willing to return the money to the 
owner,” he told the court, but I certainly have 
not committed any crime. After all. I didn’t take 
the wallet out of his possession. It was just ly­ 
ing there on the sidewalk.” 
Nevertheless, the court found him guilty as 
charged. Tile judge said th at in view of his 
knowledge of the owner’s identity, this was a 
sufficient “taking” to constitute theft. 
On the other hand, if the original owner is 
— and remains — unknown, then the finder 
does usually have a better claim than anyone 
else. For example:

Despite the fact that an-m an 
team of French and Algerian 
doctors 
signed

that Moise Tshombe, tile ex- 
preiruer of the Congo, had died 
from heart failure in his sleep 
in an Algerian jail, the Tshom­ 
be family law yer in New York 
City, Pamfil Riposanu, thinks 
there 
could 
be 
considerably 
m ore to the story than that. 
If he is right in his suspicions, 
Tshombe was done away with 
on the very eve of his removal 
from prison to a sate haven in 
South America. 
The details of liberation had 
been all arranged. 
Tshombe 
was to have gone to Majorca, 
thus avoiding a perhaps con­ 
tentious landing on the Span­ 
ish mainland, and then on to 
his ultimate Latin 
American 
destination. The money aspects 
involved in the 
release 
had 
been settled (Riposanu scoffed 
at. the story that SIO million 
in ransom 
had 
had 
to 
be 
paid). 
Tshombe, who was only 49, 
was reportedly more than hap­ 
py that his long incarceration, 
after being 
kidnaped in m id­ 
air over 
the 
M editerranean, 
was about to 
end. 
He 
had 
written to his son in Laus­ 
anne. Switzerland, that he was 
in good health and had been 
well treated in prison. The son, 
forwarding news to New York 
City in a letter dated June 26, 
said “son morale stra it bon” 
(“his morale will be good” ). 
So it is hardly likely that 
Tshombe had been frightened 
into having a fatal heart a t­ 
tack. He had

through 
many crises in his life, 
su r­ 
mounting them with consider­ 
able aplomb and with no pre­ 
vious history of heart trouble.

The suspicions, according to 
Riposanu, thicken 
when

seph Mobutu, the prsent dic­ 
tator of the Congo and Tshom­ 
be's bitter enemy, 
makes of 
anniversaries. Tshombe died on 
the eve of the anniversary of 
his kidnaping, which occurred 
on June 30, 1967. It was also 
the eve of the anniversary of 
the Congo’s independence.

Tshom be’s plane hijacked by 
a former French convict with 
the idea that his detention in 
Algeria would make him "as
